V ? Ireland not being Lords of Parliament are not disqualified 
by reason of their peerage from being elected or returned, or sitting 
in the House of Commons, for any county, county of a city, county 
5 of a town, city, town, or borough of Great Britain, hut are dis- 
qualified from being elected or returned or sitting for any county, 
county of a city, county of a town, city, town, or borough in 
Ireland : 

And it is expedient that such latter-mentioned disqualification 
10 should he removed : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows ; that is to say, 

15 1. The word ** place ” in this Act shall mean any county, county interprc- 

of a city, county of a town, city, town, borough, university, or ta,10n - 
other body, or any district or division now or hereafter returning a 
member or members to serve in the House of Commons. 

2. From and after the passing of this Act, any person holding Irish peers 
20 any peerage of Ireland, now subsisting or hereafter to he created, di^uaHfied 
shall not thereby he disqualified from being elected to serve, if he for election 
shall so think fit, or from serving or continuing to serve, if he shall j°^ r g lsh 
* so think fit, for any place in Ireland, in the Commons of the United 
Kingdom, in the same manner to all intents and purposes as ho 
25 may now be elected to serve, and may serve or continue to serve, 
for any place in Great Britain, unless he shall have been previously 
elected as a representative of the Peers of Ireland , in the House of 
Lords of the United Kingdom.

3. So long as any such peer of Ireland, so elected for an Irish 
place, shall continue to he a member of the House of Commons, he 
shall he in the same position with respect to his peerage as if he 
were serving for a place in England ; that is to say, he shall not he 
entitled to the privilege of peerage nor he capable of being elected 5 
to serve as a peer on the part of Ireland or of voting at any such 
election, and he shall he liable to he sued, indicted, proceeded 
against, and tried as a commoner for any offence with which he 
may he charged. 
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
